The 
time has come when they must intelligent 
ly apply to their"industry those methods 
of combination which have been resorted 
to by those engaged in every other indus 
trial undertaking, and by farmers of other 
countries. The system by which we arc 
seeking to attain this result has already 
proved its economic soundness, and it is 
only lack of funds sufficient to send or- 
ganizers qualified to educate bodies of 
farmers, who are ready to listen to thorn 
in almost every parish in Ireland, in its 
principles and procedure, which delays its 
universal adoption. May I point out that 
in providing the sinews of war a splendid 
opportunity is open for some wealthy lover 
of Ireland to confer upon her people an 
incalculable boon? 


Tho principle upon which under modern 


conditions the salvation of Ireland must 
be sought becomes more manifest every 
year. 
The Irish difficulty has long been 


rather economic than political, and it 
rnoro than over today. Solve the economic 
problem, and in the process tho Irish peo 
pie will bo so elevated and strengthened 
that they will be able to solvo the political 
problem for themselves. I am firmly con 
vinced that all future attempts to Oca! 
with the Irish question on purely politioa 
lines are doomed to sharo tho fate of Iris! 
policies in the past.—Right Hon. Ilorace 
Plunkett, M. P., President Irish Agri 
cultural Organization Society, in !Sortl 
American Review. 


KING KEEPING A LJVERY. 


H* It Ivar Toft*. sad Be Claim* * 


to the TLron* of Norway. 


Anent the kiug of Konvay's recent cele- 


bration of his jubilco a correspondent 
writes: 


Few people are aware, save those who 


know Norway well, that tfaero is another 
king besides Ost-ar. H;* nuise is Ivar 
Tofto, and he keeps what is called a "sta- 
tion" In the Gudbransiial, a valley beyond 
the Romsdal, on the way to Cbristlania, 
where many \vry old Norwegian families 
live. A "station,"' I should csplain, is a 
house where horses and carriages can be 
hired. Where there are no rail-jray routtrs 
in Norway there are these "land skyds," 
some fast and some slow. Here a certain 
number cf horses and cariolos, stolk 
jcerres, or trilles, must be kept for the use 
of travelers. 
] 


Old Ivar Tofte traces his descent straight 


down from Harold Haarfager—Harold the 
Fair Haired—and says ho is really king of 
Norway. This Harold's date is so iviuore 
that it is ''wrapt in mystery," bat tho 
chronologers give itas from 860 (?) to 933. 
In bis own district Ivar Tofte is consid- 
ered king, and disputes have been brought 
to him to settle just as if he were king, 
disputes w hich would not be laken to tbe 
real sovereign. It is asserted that en one 
occasion King Oscar and Ivar Tone met, 
and Tofte, patting Oscar on tho back, ex- 
claimed, "Ah, old fellow, if every one had 
his rights I should be where you aro and 
you would bo somewhere else." 


Tcfte is not without evidences of his 


royal lineage. He possesses a glorious 
service of gold plat«, besides other relics of 
aygone splendor, and rumor has it keeps 
tho best store of aqua vitss in all Norway. 
Aqua vitas is the national spirit and it is 
only here and there in reco£>ni2ed shops 
Lhat it is for sale.

The minia- 
ture scenes depict goddesses, nymphs ai.d 
cupids in various attitudes out of doors, 
and with only sfcetcby scarfs, grape clus- 
ters and garlands to enhance their charms. 
A Venus with long blond tresses sits in 
careless indolence on a river bank and 
toys with a white winged dove perched on 
her extended hand. Another glass of this 
set has a little scene of a Greek mother 
fondling her infant, the baby hands touch- 
ing her cheek caressingly, and a flutter of 
rainbow hued scarfs being the only dra- 
pery. A busy littlo Cup-d, aiming an ar- 
row at a maid who accepts the situation 
in smiling mood, is another scene. This 
maiden is of modern days. Diana at her 
bath in the forest, white limbed and beauti- 
ful, looks from another glass. Two n:cr- 
maids, with flowing locks and gleaming 
arms, breasting the waves cf a blue, blue 
sea, is ono subject, and a family group, 
somewbatpatriarchal in regard to clothing 
and surroundings, another. In each and 
all the design is carried out with careful 
regard to detail, and tbu coloring, both 
the flesh tints and the bloom of the Cow 
ers, as well as the soft tones of the back- 
ground, is appropriate. Although there 
are pinks and blues.-and rainbow tines in 
tho pictures, tho effect is light and deli- 
cate, as though the stm was shining 
through a bubble, this Bohemian glass is 
so thin, fine and luminous. 


As a set off to the exquisite fineness of 


these glasses are drinking mugs and vases 
of coarser, heavier make, with peasant 
scenes enameled on them. There is noth- 
ing elusive- and sunshiny about these. 
They look as though almost any servant 
might handle them with little risk, arid 
tho enamel work is raised, as though 
stamped on the outside and not all in one 
with the glass, as the band painting ap- 
pears. Rollicking, heavy footed peasants 
are these, depicted in blue and green kir- 
tles, long tracked coats and cocked hats, 
on the fluted sides of the drinking mugs 
A good story is being told in one scene, 
and is being listened to with breathless 
interest. The participants aro full of 
laughter. Some household emergency is 
portrayed in another and others show tho 
homely folks in the various provinces en- 
gaged about their everyday tasks. Some 
of the lilylike vases and slender stemmed 
wineglasses have only gold filigree work 
about the edge or a shield and crest to dis- 
tinguish them. Others have the most deli- 
cate tracery of green encircling their bor- 
ders orwound about the stem.—New York 
Sun.

Careless Eat in p. 


Wo cannot impress too strongly upon 


those who have the control of children tho 
necessity of care .being excrcisccl in the 
manner in which food is administered. 
Often an otherwise careful mother, per- 
haps preoccupied with conversation or 
anxious to bo free to do something else, to 
attend to her other household duties may- 
be, will give her child such largo and fre- 
quent mouthfuls that after it has grown 
to the self feeding age the practice is con- 
tinued and tho habit becomes confirmed.

One of tho many ar- 
guments against the presence of very little 
children at tho common table Is adduced 
by tb.o fact that so many adults, even per 
sons of culture, havo wrong habits in eat- 
ing, coupled with that of the imitative 
tendency of tho littlo ones. Haste in cat- 
ing is naturally accompanied by haste in 
icctling on tho p;vrt of tho mother or nurso, 
which is frequently tho cauro of tho after 
habit; in the child in taking too largo H 
quantity in its mouth and swallowing it 
too fast.—New York Ledger. 


Rest For Tired Brains. 


There is no organ in the human body 


which stands in greater need of rest; than 
the brain, and this rest, the most effica- 
cious of all, is afforded by sleep. An- 
other kind of rest is a variation of work 
or a change of subject, the best rest most 
frequently for tho higher or intellectual 
centers. An enormous amount; of montnl 
•work can bo undertaken if only sufficient 
variety is secured. 
In tho end, however, 


the brain demands sleep, and this is morn 
particularly the case with children, and 
especially when they havo been much en- 
gaged in play. In the case of adults hard 
mental work up to the hour of going to 
bed may cause the loss of a night's rest, 
and it is an excellent plan to indulge ia 
some kind of relaxation before retiring to 
resfc, such r.sthe perusal of light and amus- 
ing literature, some game or some music. 


Children 
undoubtedly require more 


sleep than grown up people 
JEven to tho 


age of 4 or 5 years a child should have one 
hour of sleep or at least rest in bed before 
its dinner, and it should bo pat* to bed at 
6 or T o'clock in the cM'iiing up to tho fif- 
teenth year. 
Most young people require 


ten hours of sleep and to the twentieth 
year nine hours. After that ago every one 
must find out how much sleep ho or she 
requires, though, as a general rule, at 
least sis to eight hours aro necessary. 
During growth there must be ample sleep 
if tho brain is to develop to its full estcnt, 
and the more nervous, excitable or pre- 
cocious a child is the longer sleep should 
it get if its intellectual progress is not lo 
come to a premature standstill or life be 
out short at an early uge. The period of full 
maturity, with its maximum of mental 
activity, is tho period of minimum de- 
mand for sleep —New York Lodger.

war the public knows hardly anything of 
chaplains in the navy. This is not due, 
however, to the unimportance of the corps. 
At present overs- chaplain, with a single 
exception, is actively employed either on a 
man-of-war or at an important shore sta- 
tion. Tho secretary of the navy declares 
that tho work of a chaplain is very highly 
appreciated on shipboard by most of the 
commanding officers and that the moral 
effect of their influence upon tho men is 
noticeably good. 
There are but 24 chap- 


lains in the entire service, and acquaint- 
ance with the personnel of the corps leads 
one to believe that the standard of fitness 
has been kept high by tho appointing 
power. Tho regulations require that an 
applicant as chaplain bo between the ages 
of 21 and 25 years and a minister in good 
standing in his denomination. 
In addi- 


tion to these qualifications practice requires 
the hearty and unequivocal indorsement 
of high ecclesiastical authorities, who are 
willing to assume a good degree of moral 
responsibility for the appointment. 
Po- 


litical influence of a high order may be 
used to bring the applicant to the atten- 
tion of the president and secretary of tho 
navy, but can avail very little beyond this. 
The chaplain, once appointed, ranks as a 
commissioned officer of the staff, messes in 
tho wardroom when on shipboard and is 
entitled to a private stateroom in the 
wardroom quarters. 


He wears no uniform and in this is the 


sole exception to the rule which obtains 
on all the ships of our navy and applies to 
all officers and enlisted men, from the ad- 
miral of the fleet to the humblest jness at- 
tendant. Nothing inviclisus is involved 
in this discrimination, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that if a majority of the chaplains 
were to ask for a uniform it would be 
granted. The chaplains as a rule dress in 
ordinary clerical suits, tho coats close but- 
toned, and in blouse or frock, according to 
circumstances. In conducting divine serv- 
ice each chaplain is permitted to employ 
the order used in his own denomination 
and may also use the vestments of his 
church, if any.—Chicago Chronicle.

.As soon as the bait is 


«iken the sportsmen begin to haul in the 
liae. This is an easier matter than would 
Ixj expected, for the shark makes little or 
no resistance until quite close to the beat. 


Then CGJU--S a sudden plunge, and the 


brute flics through the water at a great 
pace. The only course is to allow the long 
line to be run out until the fish is tired, 
when it is again pulled in. This process 
is repeated until the creature is completely 
exhausted and can be dispatched. 
The 


coup de grace is generally administered 
by means of a rifle bullet. The shark, 
however, must be dragged well to the sur- 
face before the gun is discharged, for it is 
useless to fire through more than two 
inches of water. 


The best way of tiring a shark is to fas- 


ten an empty oil drum to tho free end of 
the line. This is thrown overboard as 
soon as the shark makes his first rush. 
The oil drum, of course, floats on the snr- 
face and is followed by the boat until the 
shark has been completely tired out 
The 


lino is then taken on board and the ex- 
hausted animal pulled in and killed in the 
way described above. 


It will thus be seen that shark fishing 


is by no means wanting in exeitemenc, 
and those who indulge in it have the ad- 
ditional satisfaction of knowing that they 
are doing a public service in assisting in 
exterminating these pests. Shark acci- 
dents to bathers aro mercifully few, but 
when they do occur they are generally of 
so ghastly a nature as to justify any 
means taken to make war upon these ter- 
rible monsters of the deep.

"Simply enough. As fast as I dig I 


shall have a stout metal tube cast of the 
size of my well and let it down to support 
the walls." 


"Well, admitting that you can dig your 


well down through the solid portion, how 
will you manage as you approach the cen- 
ter, where tho materials are one mass of 
liquid fire, eh?" 


"How do you know the earth is a mass 


of liquid fire at the center?" inquired the 
doctor. 


"How do I know it? Why, all the great 


authorities concede the fact." 


"Indeed! I was not aware of it. On 


the contrary, I thought that our most pro- 
found thinkers all rejected this theory." 


"But in mines the deeper you go the 


warmer the temperature becomes." 


"True, but the increase varies consider- 


ably in different parts of the earth. More- 
over, it is also true that the temperature 
becomes colder as we go higher in the air, 
but this by no means proves that the cold 
becomes more intense if we ascend to an 
infinite height." 


"But does not the existence of volcanoes 


provo that there is a central fire?" 


"It proves that there are certain incan- 


descent masses in the interior of the earth, 
but not that the whole interior is incan- 
descent. In fact, if the earth were liquid 
at the center, the incandescent matter or 
sea of lire would have tides just as our 
oceans of water have. Consequently every 
active volcano would have each day two 
high and two low tides, whereas nothing 
of the sort happens. Indeed, all the man- 
ifestationsjiccorcl more closely with a be- 
lief in a solid earth than one containing a 
soa of molten matter." 


"Well, doctor, granting that you could 


bore through tho center of the earth, even 
then your scheme seems impossible, for 
anything dropped into tho hole would 
merely fall to tho center of tho earth and 
stop there." 


"Not a bit of it," retorted the doctor. 


"You forgot that the epood of a falling 
body constantly increases.. The first sec- 
ond of its fall it goes 16 feet, the nest sec- 
ond 48 foot and the third second 80 feet, 
there being an increase of about 3:3 feet 
per second at tho start. You will therefore 
seo that by tho time the body reached the 
center of the earth it would be going at 
such a frightful velocity that it could not 
fetop, but would bo carried right on past 
tho center and ulmost up to tho surface on 
the other side. In fact, if there were no 
air in tho tubothe laws of physics teach us 
that tho body dropped into the hole here 
ill Australia would go completely through 
to tho United States." 


"Yes, that's truo enough, but when the 


body reached tlio United States it would 
simply fall back again and keep on falling 
backward and forward in tho tube until 
it finally camo to a complete rest nt tho 
center of tho earth." 


"So it would if wo allowed it to fall 


back, but you must remember that before 
it can fall back it mustooiuo to a complete 
stop, and what prevents" us from having 
suitable catches in tho tubo to hold it fast 
and prevent its return? If it stopped short 
of its destination, as it probably would, it 
could bo hauled up tho last part of tho 
tubo by some electric device."

If tbure are any women in the world 


•who have a right to die of ennui, it 
those poor creatures of Afghanistan, tbe 
upper class dames. They spend tbtir days 
d^iiig absolutely nothing, for rbcy disdain 
tewing, cooking and general household 
duties. They leave the care of their chil- 
dren to slaves, and they can neither read 
nor writes. 


Generally in a rich house there is one 


chief slave, a sort of housekeeper, rather 
a grand person, whom it is always wis« 
to conciliate if you intend having cmny 
dealings with that establishment. 
In 


summer she is always dresE«xi in purest 
whltii In winter velvets and brocades are 
not teyos:d her nt-ach. She is generally an 
elderly person, with considerable influence 
and a good deal of authority. 


Then there is another who in a sort of 


Kiaid to the lady of tbe bouse. She is an- 
other person with whom ic is not wise to 
quarrel. 
She is always very jnueh in evi- 


dence. Sho it is who prepares every- 
thing for her mistress' toilet, as also lor 
her master's. 
It is the wife's special 


duty and privilege, however, when the 
things are prepared, to wait upon her hus- 
band when h.e is dressing, to pour die 
water over his bands and feet during bis 
religious washings, to spread bis prayer 
carpet, to put his favorite dish before him, 
and so on. 


It is difficult to appreciate tho exact po- 


sition of these Afghan women until ono 
sees the way in which mothers are treated 
by their sons. They may nurse them when 
they are sick, tend them when they are 
young, but let the boysgrow to be 11 or 12 
years old, and you will hear them tell their 
mother to "chup sho" (shut up); send 
them to fetch their caps and expect to be 
addressed by the mothers as"aghagul," 
or "agha Jon," which means "my precious 
master," "master dear." 


Kabul mothers seldom have nracb affec 


tion for their children or their children 
for them. They do not nurse them as ba- 
bies, and their babyhood is a particularly 
long one, for they are very backward. 
They belong to their nurses more than to 
their mothers till they are SK years old, 
and after that it is their father who no-^ 
tices them and not their mother.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

Work is forbidden ex- 


cept such as is absolutely necessary or is 
for charity, vrhich. muse be patent to the 
ollicor of the law. To cast a seine or draw 
one or to make uso of ono in ;xny way i.s 
vicious and immoral. 
Driving is not to 


bo done. Especially are druynien, drowrs, 
carters, wagoners ani butchers to beware 
of unseemly acts such as driving sheep, 
ctttlc or any animals. 


It is further stated that "whurcns public 


shows nnd exhibitions of divers kind1- hnvo 
of lato been very frequent with! a tho state, 
whereby many strangers and worthless 
persons have unjustly yained nnd taken 
to themselves tho money of the people, and 
it being found that such shows and oxlii 
hitions tend to no good or useful purpose 
in society, but, on tho contrary, tu gather 
together great numbers of idlo and unsa- 
vory spectators as well as children and si'rvo 
to corrupt their morals, such hboxvd and 
exhibitions aro forbidden." 


These laws, which were approved 1,7 the 


state legislature as rccintly as ll-.roh 27, 
1S74, expressly provide that liquor f-hall 
not bo sold within three miles ai.i\ church, 
and tlmt milk shall not bo peddled riun- 
day mornings; neither shall any newspa- 
pers bo issued. 
Tho words are, "It is un- 


lawful to print or sell newspapers and 
milk on tho morning of the Lord's day."

cut the sound -J.i'm, or it may be tiled 
down to the level of the surrounding 
skin, or the entire corn may sometimes be 
loosened with a dull knife blade or by 
the finger nail and extracted from its 


! bed. 


When this cannot be done, removal 


may be facilitated by moistening tin- 
corn every other day with glacial ncet'e 
acid, the softened part being subsequent- 
ly scraped away with a dull_knife cr r. 
small rile. 
A salve containing salicylic 


acid applied every night will alba f,e- 
qucntly loosen the corn so that it can 1 e 
pulled out. This is the basis of many of 
ihe popular corn plasters. 


A soft corn, which is merely a corn 


that is always moist on account of its 
location on the inner surface of one of 
the toes, should be treated by keeping ;>. 
piece of absorbent cotton between tho 
toes so as to prevent maceration and by 
bathing it frequently with strong ulum 
water.—Youth's Companion.

Brickmakers Have at Last Combined 


to Handle the Local Output. 


A meeting was held Wednesday at 


the American house, Dover, between 
the brick mauulactareri of the Piscate- 
qna district, which comprises the yards 
at Dover Point and Eliot, and E. W. 
(Japen of Boston, tfn official of tbe Now 
England brick company, commonly 
known as the brick trust, with a view of 
arranging a deal for handling the out- 
put of the yards of the district by the 
trust.
